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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made In this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 -4, 6-1 0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Wright et al. (5,801,800). 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, Wright discloses a projection display showing a step 
of directing at least one of the light emitting devices toward a pixel location (col. 5, lines 
60-61), a step of directing at least one of the light emitting devices toward a sub-pixel 
vicinity of the same pixel location (col. 5, lines 62-63). The sub-pixel vicinity (pixels 15- 
17) of pixel 12 is targeted three times according to Figures 1-3. 

Regarding claim 3, the inactive pixels meet the at least two different light 
emitting devices as claimed. 

Regarding claim 4, see Figures 1-3. 

Regarding claim 6, the pixel scanning operations for all the pixels have the same 
duration. 

Regarding claim 7, the total illumination to each pixel location is divided equal in 
Wright. 

Regarding claims 8-10, see the corresponding rejections as set forth above. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Clairns 5 and 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 12-34 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Prior art does not teach or suggest the directing function as recited in claims 5 
and 12, the diagonal swath as recited in claim 1 1 , the reordering block as recited in 
claims 15, 22, and 31. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art nnade of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
